a charge on property which has been nationalized,
expropriated, intervened, or taken by the Government of
Cuba,

Section 504 of the Act provides, as to ownership of claims that

(a) A claim shall not be considered under section 503(a)
of this title unless the property on which the claim

was based was cwned wholly or partially, directly or
indirectly by a national of the United States on the
date of the Ioss and if considered shall be considered
only to the extent the claim has been held by one or
more nationals of the United States continuously there-
after until the date of filing with the Commission.

Section 507 of the Act provides, as to assignment of claims, that

(b) The amount determinsd to be due on any claim of
an assignee who acquires the same by purchase shall
rot exceed (or, in the case of any such acguisition
subsequent to the date of the determination, shall
not be deemed to have eYCﬂedc&) the amount of the
actual consideration paid by such as ssignee, or in
